Winter Treat 


Benton.— Stew, whut a splendid 
dish for real winter 
days!

how should good meat and vege­ 
table stew be made? 
To get a rich flavoi 
and 
deep 
brown color, start

the meat in hot fat, Ella Fikuart,

Then add enough water to 
cover, and finish cooking at a low 
temperature,

! than boiling softens the connective 
tissue and makes the meat tender. 
If it is cooked just until it is ten­

be dry, stringy, and tasteless. 
The number one rule when mak­ 
ing stew is long cooking for the 
meat, and short cooking for the 
vegetables.

BILOXI ONE OF CLJ 
CITIES IN UNITED 
STATES 


Pierre leMoyne d Iberville, gallant 
explorer carried the Fleur-dc-Lis 
Flag of France to shores of Biloxi 
in the year of 1699, and established 
the first capital of the vast Louisi­ 
ana Territory*, stretching from the 
Oulf to Canada. This vast body of 
land was first governed from old 
Biloxi, and gives this Coast city the 
claim as being one of the oldest 
places In the United States. 
Seven flags have flown over Biloxi, 
—the French. Spanish, English, Con­ 
federate 8tates, United States, Mis­ 
sissippi State, and Mississippi Mag­ 
nolia.

Beach Boulevard Is located the Je f­ 
ferson Davis Soldiers Home where 
the only President of the Confed­ 
eracy spent his last days.

Jefferson City, Mo., Jan. 7.— In 
summarizing the maintenance ac­ 
tivities of the State Highway De­ 
partment. Rex M. Whitton. Engi­ 
neer of Maintenance, points 
out 
that during the past 
year 
the 
Bureau has continued its policy of 
keeping up the road service, ef­ 
fecting betterments where possible. 
Traffic signs and markers have 
been kept on a par with the best 
in the nation, keeping abreast of 
modern developments. 
The policy of placing suggested 
speed plaques on curves, a 
sys­ 
tem of marking developed in Mis­ 
souri, was continued, when U. S. 
Routes 36, 50, 61, 66 and 71 were 
so marked. This system of signing 
continues to receive the approval 
of the traveling public. 
During the past year a program 
of marking “ No 
Passing 
Zones” 
was started. 
This embodies the 
use of a 4-inch 
yellow 
barrier 
line painted on the pavement to 
the right of the regular center line 
when passing is prohibited. 
Six 
of the major routes were marked 
during 1940. 
This marking pro­ 
gram may be extended to include 
other routes during 1941. 
A new “ Missouri Manual of Uni­ 
form Traffic Control Devices” has 
been published in the interest of a 
standardized marking system . . . 
A new type of junction marking 
has been installed at a few select­ 
ed junctions, and is being observed 
for traffic reaction . . . The pro­ 


gram of regular centerstriping, in 
addition to the 
placing 
of 
“ No 
Passing Zones", has 
been 
con­ 
tinued . . . Black 
stripes 
have 
been placed on concrete and white 
stripes on bituminous roads. 
E x ­ 
periments with traffic paints are 
being carried out leading to a more 
satisfactory paint formulation . . .

ducts valued at $143.55. Seed and 
plants cost them $6.60, leaving a 
net return of $136 98 for their la­ 
bor. Fifty six hours of man labor, 
and 29 hours of horse labor were 
expended. For each hour of man 
labor, the Twittys realized $2.44 in 
food value. 
Food eaten fresh out of the gar­ 
den was worth $79.00; vegetables 
canned were valued at $48.80; and 
those stored at $15.75. In order to 
arrive at the value of vegetables 
canned, 244 quarts were multiplied 
by 20 cents per quart. 
No fertilizer except manure was 
used. The first planting was made 
on March 27 and the last on Sep­ 
tember 2. Fresh vegetables were 
taken from the garden from early 
in May until late in 
November, 
covering a period of seven months. 
Twenty-four different kinds of 
vegetables were grown during the 
1940 season, including such 
less 
common varities as Chinese Cab­ 
bage. Celery and Rhubarb. 
Calculated on the basis of acre 
returns, this all season

Seven Rules 
To Delicious 
Vegetables 


Often we're asked, “How can I 
make my family like vegetables?” 
Sometimes we 
suspect 
that 
the 
family in question does like vege­ 
tables, but not when they are pre­ 
pared in the way they’ve been get­ 
ting them. 
In short, the cook, and 
not the vegetables, 
may 
be 
to 
blame. 
Nothing has Its- appetifi 
appeal than the vegetable which 
has been poorly cooked, which us­ 
ually means cooked too long, or 
cooked in too much water. 
Poor ! 
seasoning, too, detracts from good 
flavor. Here are seven rules every 
cook should know and remember 
if her vegetables are to be the de­ 
licious, nourishing items on 
the 
menu that they ought to be. 
1. In buying market vegetables, 
pass up those with wilted 
leaves 
and shriveled skins. Look around 
until you And a store with a quick 
turnover. Buy locally grown vege­ 
tables whenever possible. 
2. Remember, too. that canned 
and quick-frozen 
vegetables 
are 
olten better sources of vitamins 
than market ones, since they 
are 
picked at their prime and canned 
or frozen almost immediately after 
picking. 
3. Wash the vegetables promptly 
and store them in the refrigerator 
in the vegetable crisper, or in re­ 
frigerator bags. 
Buy only enough 
leafy, green and yellow vegetables 
for two days, for they arc perish­ 
able foods as far as vitamin values 
are concerned. 
4. Pour not more than 1 inch of 
boiling salted water into a sauce­ 
pan: add the vegetable, cover, and 
cook as quickly as possible. 
Use 
only enough water to 
keep 
the 
vegetable from 
scorching. 
You 
don't need to add any 
water 
to 
spinach and other greens, as the 
water that clings to the washed 
leaves is enough. The bit of wafer 
left may be boiled off or

with the vegetable. 
Water drain­ 
ed from cooked 
vegetables 
has 
been found to contain as much as 
half the vitamins and some of the 
minerals. 
So don’t pour off half 
the goodness of your vegetables. 
5. Just in case your family pre­ 
fers a mild 
version 
of 
strong- 
flavored vegetables such as onions, 
cabbage, cauliflower, etc., you can 
cook them in boiling salted water 
to cover—with the saucepan cover 
off. 
But don’t overcook them. 
6. Test your vegetables from 
time to time, and take them off the 
heat when they test tender. There’s 
nothing better than 
cauliflower, 
string beans or cabbage with a 
hint of garden crispness. 
When 
done, season to taste. 
7. Plan the rest of the meal so 
that when your 
vegetables 
are 
done dinner can be served. Keep­ 
ing vegetables hot destroys vita­ 
mins. 
To preserve the full flavor 
of 
canned vegetables—and most 
of 
their vitamins and minerals—here 
is a good method to follow: Drain 
off into a skillet or saucepan the 
liquor from such canned vege­ 
tables as peas, limas, and string 
beans. 
Boil the liquor down un­ 
til only a third of it is left. Then 
turn in 
the 
canned 
vegetable, 
which is, of course, already cook­ 
ed; heat add the seasonings you 
like, and serve.
